Th e officer said Hall expressed 
a desire to plead guilty to th e fed-

sentenced to death under th e Lind­ 
bergh law. 
At St. Louis, U. S. Attorney 
H arry Rich ards pointed out, h ow­ 
ever, th at even in th e event Hall 
were to plead guilty , a jury would 
h ave to make a recommendation 
of th e sentence. Th erefore, such a 
plea would not automatically pro 
tect Hall against a possible death 
sentence.

GEORGE W. CRANE 
Case J-314: Mav is M., aged 32, 
is a lov ely wife who has been mar­ 
ried for 10 y ears. 
“Dr. Crane, I cou ld nev er hav e 
a baby of my own,” she began. 
“So we finally located a little boy 
for adoption. 
“Bu t we had him only abou t a 
y ear when I became pregnant for 
the first time. 
“Since then, I hav e checked 
with a nu mber of other women who 
had adopted babies becau se they 
were su pposed to be sterile, and 
in sev eral instances I hav e fou nd 
that they also became pregnant 
aftdr adopting a child. 
“ Dr. Crane, how do scientists 
accou nt for su ch resu lts?” 


PifcGNANCY FACTS 
¿ So metimes y ou ng wiv es grow so 
tetlse and u nhappy becau se they 
cdn’t hav e a baby of their own, 
thit this tau t emotional state may 
interfere with the smooth fu nction­ 
ing of their body . 
For ex ample, a star hitter in 
baseball may go into a batting 
slump, 
and then the more he 
strains to hit the ball, the worse 
be is. 
A certain amou nt of looseness is 
necessary not only to coordinate 
o ne’s mu scles for baseball or golf, 
blit apparently the same thing 
bo lds tru e of bodily phy siology . 
Tense emo tio nal co nditio ns inter­ 
fere with digestio n and o ften cau se 
spastic co litis, peptic ulcers and 


other organic ailments. 
I once cited the case of a pro­ 
minent newspaper ex ecu tiv e who 
broke ou t in a heav y night sweat 
at 2 a.m. ju st becau se a qu ack 
doctor had told him he was dy ing 
of tu bercu losis and that he shou ld 
hav e night sweats.

So an adopted child may cau se 
the mother to relax . Her entire 
body then fu nctions more normally . 
This mormal fu nctioning then 
may be what permits her to con­ 
ceiv e and bear a baby of her 
own. 
There are so many cases of this 
sort that medical men giv e cred­ 
ence to that ex planation. 
Bu here is also anoher. Many 
su pposedly sterile cou ples later 
hav e babies of their own ju st by 
stu dy ing the “rhy thm theory .” 
In fact, hu ndreds of y ou wiv es 
hav e told me of y ou r su ccess in 
conceiv ing after reading the sex 
facts in this clinical newspaper 
colu mn. 
RHYTHM THEORY 
Modern medicine now holds that 
the 15th day before the onset of 
the nex t menstru al cy cle is wom­ 
an’s most likely day to conceiv e. 
Fu rthermore, the ov u m may not 
be su sceptible to fertilization for 
more than 12 to 24 hou rs, so if in 
this brief span it doesn’t encou nter 
a v irile sperm cell, the woman can 
remain apparently sterile.

Tell Kiwanis Club 
Aboul School District 


(S*»rrnt To T»t StawdaiuO 
MOREHOUSE—J. E Hart, sup- 
erintendant of schools here gave a 
report to the Morehouse Kiwanis 
Club recently on the school situa­ 
tion in Missouri and the More­ 
house School District. H art illus- 
traed his talk with charts which 
he had prepared explaining certain 
phases of school finance as applied 
to the local district. 
He first explained the sources 
of 
revenue 
for 
the 
Morehouse 
School District, pointing out that 
in 1952-53 approximately $53,000 
came from the sate, approximate­ 
ly $21,000 from local taxes and ap­ 
proximately $4,000 from 
county 
sources. He then explained the gen­ 
eral plan of distribution of state 
monies to the school districts. 
He pointed 
out 
that 
a 
high 
school teaching unit is 24 punils 
in average daily attendance, which 
receives an appropriation cf $1,000 
per unit, and that a teaching unit 
in elemntary school was 32 pupils 
in average daily attendanc. which 
receives appropriation of $750 per 
teaching unit. He also expressed 
as his opinion that a 20 cent tax 
was insufficient for purposes of 
equalization in the state of Missou­ 
ri. 
On the second level 
apportion­ 
ment, H art pointed out that while 
the high school teaching unit, was 
apportioned $300, that an element­ 
ary teaching unit, with a teacher of 
like qualifications, 
w a s 
appor­ 
tioned only $200. On tiie third lev­ 
el, state apportionment, all teaching 
units in the state share equally. 
He then explained 
the sources 
of state revenue, pointing out that 
a majority of 
the 
money 
that 
went into the state school fund 
came from sales tax and income 
tax. Next it was pointed out that 
Missouri ranked 19th in ability to 
support education, and somewhere 
between 40th and 46th in effort to 
support education. 
In 1951, property income was 31.3 
per cent of the income of the 
state, while salary, wages and oth­ 
er income equaled 68.7 per cent 
and it was given as the opinion of 
the speaker that Missouri should 
accept the Ciizens Commissions 
recommendations that 2-3 of the 
cost of support of schools in Mis­ 
souri be borne by the state, and 
1-3 by the local districts. It was 
then pointed out that receipts from 
state and from local taxes had both 
been increased 
since 
1944. 
but 
that as a result of the Governor’s 
veto, next years receipts from state 
would be down, while receipts from 
the local sources were on the in­ 
crease. 
A chart was shown, illustrating 
the per cent of state money re­ 
ceived by local district, as com­ 
pared to the total money received 
by the local district for 1943-1953, 
and estimated per cent for 1953- 
1954, and it was pointed out that 
the percentage was 
in general 
dropping 
Hart explained that this inform­ 
ation pointed up that the local ef­ 
fort had been improving during the 
past 10 years, equal to or exceed­ 
ing, state effort, on the basis of 
ability to pay for education. A 
chart was then presented show­ 
ing that the national average of 
teachers salaries was $3,365, the 
Missouri average was $2,872, and 
that the estimated average for New 
Madrid County was $2,486 and 
that the salary cf degree teachers 
in the Morehouse School system 
was $2,430 per year. It was then 
pointed out that Missouri has con­ 
sistently been lower in salaries 
than the Missouri average. 
The purchasing power of Missou­ 
ri teachers since 1930 has increased 
slightly more than $200 per year, 
while the purchasing power of the 
Morehouse teachers has increased 
slightly more than $279 since 19- 
39. It was pointed out that children 
are under the care of a teacher 
for approximately 6 hours per day, 
180 days per year and that parents 
should 
want 
the best qualified 
teacher that it was possible to ob­ 
tain at any price for their children. 
In securing teachers, it is neces­ 
sary for the schools to compete 
with other 
states, 
industry, and 


with other professions. The salar­ 
ies of teachers should be such 
that the more intelligent and well 
adjusted young people of today be 
interested in joining the teaching 
professions. Mr. Hart gave his opin­ 
ion that the state should adopt a 
sound plan for financing education 
in the state of Missouri which 
: would guarantee the teachers a 
[ salary sufficient to attract the most 
j promising young people into the 
teaching profession, and retain the 
better qualified and better adjusted 
teachers in the state of Missouri, 
and in the local school district. 
In meeting the serious situation, 
which has developed as a result 
of the Governor’s veto of the $9,- 
025,000 appropriation over a n d 
above the one-third general reven- 
I ue of the State of Missouri, it 
was stated that w'hile there are 
I reports from some sources of a 
50-50 chance of obtaining help on 
the state level for the current bi­ 
ennium, these odds were too long 
to take on the education of the 
children of this community, and 
therefore, a plan must be set up 
and carried out on the local level 
that meets his emergency. 
At present, it appears that it 
would take an increase cn the local 
tax levy for the next year of ap­ 
proximately 81 cents on $100 as­ 
sessed valuation in order to be sure 
Morehouse schools can operate on 
a sound financial basis for the 
school years of 1953-54 and 1954-55. 
Each member present at the 
meeting was presented with dupli­ 
cated copies of various information 
which had been received by the 
superintendents office concerning 
the situation created by the gover­ 
nor’s veto of the additional school 
appropriation and also of the data 
which had been collected in pre­ 
paring charts for the talk. 
It was emphasized that the talk 
was not in the manner of a plea 
for the poor, down-trodden school 
teachers of the State or the district, 
but was rather a plea for the chil­ 
dren cf the State of Missouri, and 
particularly those of the Morehouse 
School District.

This certainly is a g reater risk 
than most farm ers care to take 
A table in the bulletin shows 
that the averag e date of the last 
lig ht freeze in the spring at Kansas 
City is April 12. On the averag e 
in the spring a lig ht freeze may 
be expected after this date 50 per 
cent of the time. 
The averag e date of ihc last 
lig ht freeze at St. Joseph is April 
17. five days later than at Kansas 
City. The unusual fact i1 that the 
averag e date of the last lig ht freeze 
in the Ozarks Neo: ho and Moun­ 
tain Grove— is April 18. a day later 
than at St. Joseph and six days 
Inter than at Kansas City. It is 
not easy to explain why the later 
frost dates in the Ozarks, Decker 
says, unless the reason is in the 
g eneral altitude of the terrain in 
Southern Missouri. 
Has Drv plnjx 'd Charts 
Throug h the use of the records 
at the various w eather stations, 
Decker has devt loped charts which 
indicate the freeze “likelihood” in 
any area. For exam pl, a freeze 
likelihood of 10 pel cent indicates 
{’Kit dam ag e m ay be expected one 
year out of ten. The chart pre­ 
sents likelihoods from 1 to 90 per 
cent for each of the ten weather 
stations. 
The 99 per cent likelihood will 
occur early in the spring and will 
indicate the date after which a 
freeze can b« expected ninety-nine 
years out of a hundred. The 1 pet 
o^nt likelihood will occur Into it 
the spring and g ive the date after 
which a killing freeze can be ex- !

She 
m aintained a stoic silence gener­ 
ally, asking only to see her lawyer. 
One of the deputy m arshals who 
guarded Hall on the trip and who 
refused to perm it use of his name, 
said the balding ex-convict ex­ 
pressed belief that Mrs. Heady had 
disposed of the m issing $300,000 of 
the record $600,000 ransom paid 
by 
m ulti-m illionaire 
Robert 
C. 
G reenlease to the abductors of his 
6-year-old son. 
Expresses Desire 
The officer said H all expressed 
a desire to plead guilty to the fed- 
> eral Kidnap charge filed against 
him and seemed to be resigned to 
the possibility that he would be 
sentenced to death under the L ind­ 
bergh law. 
At St. Louis, U. S. A ttorney 
H arry Richards pointed out, how ­ 
ever, that even in the event Hall 
were to plead guilty, a jury would 
have to make a recom m endation 
of the sentence. Therefore, such a 
plea would not autom atically pro­ 
tect Hall against a possible death 
sentence. 
Regarding the m issing ransom 
money for which officers have 
been searching in m any places, the 
deputy said Hall reiterated earlier 
statem ents that he did not know 
where it was. But he said, the dep­ 
uty related, he believes Mrs. Heady 
probably disposed of it when she 
was drinking heavily and has for­ 
gotten where she put it. 
Hall was brought here in a car

by

Davison. He rode in the back seat, 
flanked by Roy K irgan, another 
deputy, and Sgt. Tom M uller of 
the St. Louis police departm ent.

Heady, 
accom panied 
by 
two m atrons, U. S. M arshal Omar 
Schnatm eier and one of the m ar­ 
shal’s office aides, traveled in a 
separate car. 
Mrs. Heady catnapped during 
the 5 *2 -hour trip L ater she apol­ 
ogized to the wife of the m arshal 
for leaning on her shoulder while 
sleeping. 
She appeared uninterested as 
the wives of the two governm ent 
officials chatted about household 
m atters. 
The divorcee, who lured Bobby 
from his school in K ansas City to 
his death Sept. 28, com plained the 
shoes given her at the St. Louis 
city jail hurt her feet. 
She also fretted th at she had 
left her toothbrush and comb at 
the jail here. 
Stop at Columbia 
One stop was m ade during the 
trip, at Columbia, Mo., for gas­ 
oline. 
At one point during the trip, 
Mis.

But, by the same token and the same 
rights promised American citizens under the Constitu­ 
tion that same man has the right, or should have it, of 
rejecting any and all invitations to join anything. 
The latest known attack on the right of every man 
to sell his labor where and at the price he chooses is 
being made by the machinists’ union supported by the 
teamsters’ union and representatives of those two or­ 
ganizations at two separate meetings informed their 
listeners that any automobile dealer whose machinists 
did not join up would find themselves cut off from all 
deliveries of new cars or auto parts. 
Furthermore these men, reported to have been one 
Thomas Edwards, representing the teamsters union and 
from St. Louis and John Margando, said to be an agent 
for the Southern Illinois Machinists Local at Herrin, 
111., told their listeners that the initiation fee for those 
who joined up now’ would only be $5.00 but for those 
w’ho did not join up now the initiation fee would be 
boosted to $50.00. 
A w’eek ago Thursday some 50 machinists reported 
to be mostly from the Walton & Williams Motor Co., and 
the Mitchell-Sharp Chevrolet Co., met in the F. & M. 
Terminal and, it is reported they did organize a local. It 
is also reported that machinists at the Semo Motors 
have also organized a local. 
There were no representatives present from Bill 
Gladney, Brockman Motors, Keilett Motor Co., or Sharp 
Buiek Co., it is reported. 
Last Tuesday night there was another meeting held 
in the Keilett body shop and again it is reported the same 
threats were made to stop deliveries of cars and parts to 
all automoWle dealers w hose shops were not organized. 
It is well known, locally, that efforts have been made 
repeatedly to organize retail clerks anti it is equally well 
known that when the employees of one store rejected 
the suggestion almost unanimously the union picketed 
the place. 
While it is known there are pickets out at another 
plant it may not be so well known that the reason the 
pickets are out is because their leaders struck, not be­ 
cause of any pay difficulties, far from it, they were get­ 
ting more than they had ever earned, but because they 
wanted a foreman fired. 
Some of those who have, as yet, refused to sign up in 
the current organization campaign are asking why is it, 
if this union business is so good for people, that its or­ 
ganizers don’t want people to know’ they are here to 
organize. And why do they tell those who attend meet­ 
ings not to talk about it? 
There are quite a number of men in Sikeston w’ho 
have been members of union organizations and dropped 
out. Probably they can give the answer.

did not join up would find themselves cut off from all 
deliveries of new cars or auto parts. 
Furthermore these men, reported to have been one 
Thomas Edwards, representing the teamsters union and 
from St. Louis and John Margando, said to be an agent 
for the Southern Illinois Machinists Local at Herrin, 
111., told their listeners that the initiation fee for those 
who joined up now would only be $5.00 but for those 
who did not join up now the initiation fee would be 
boosted to $50.00.

It is well known, locally, that efforts have been made 
repeatedly to organize retail clerks and it is equally well 
known that when the employees of one store rejected 
the suggestion almost unanimously the union picketed 
the place. 
While it is known there are pickets out at another 
plant it may not be so well known that the reason the 
pickets are out is because their leaders struck, not be­ 
cause of any pay difficulties, far from it, they were get­ 
ting more than they had ever earned, but because they 
wanted a foreman fired. 
Some of those who have, as yet, refused to sign up in 
the current organization campaign are asking why is it, 
if this union business is so good for people, that its or­ 
ganizers don’t want people to know they are here to 
organize. And why do they tell those who attend meet­ 
ings not to talk about it? 
There are quite a number of men in Sikeston who 
have been members of union organizations and dropped 
out. Probably they can give the answer.

H art illus- 
traed his talk with charts which 
he had prepared explaining certain 
phases of school finance as applied 
to the local district. 
He first explained the sources

cam e from the sate, approxim ate­ 
ly $21,000 from local taxes and ap­ 
proxim ately 
$4,000

county 
sources. He then explained the gen­ 
eral plan of distribution of state 
monies to the school districts. 
He pointed 
out 
that

high 
school teaching unit is 24 pupils 
in average daily attendance, which 
receives an appropriation cf $1,000 
per unit, and that a teaching unit 
in elem ntary school was 32 puoils 
in average daily attendanc. which 
receives appropriation of $750 per 
teaching unit. He also expressed 
as his opinion that a 20 cent tax 
was insufficient for purposes of 
equalization in the state of Missou­ 
ri.

ment. H art pointed out that while 
the high school teaching unit, was 
apportioned $300. that an elem ent­
